3. Claims 4, 5, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnson 
(3 16,368). Johnson discloses roll paper retainer in figure 1 ; backplate juxtaposed wall and 
element C in figure 2; holding members C; supporting members B; guide portions D; holding 
plate E, F; rear plate starts at the point where element F is connected to plate E and extends 
rearward towards the wall; upper plate extends forwardly from the rear plate in figures 2 and 3; 
distal end portion is the tip of element d; directly contact portion is part if the upper plate E that 
extends downwardly from the distal end in figure 2; upper plate and rear plate are immovably 
fixed because they are one piece; the upper plate projects horizontally from the rear plate; pawl 
portions B as described in column 2, lines 77-84; inner surfaces are the grooves of guide portions 
D.
